I ismee 


The nane of this Chpater shall be the Terre Haute Chapter of the 
Aneriagn sational Red Crosse 


II Purpose. 


The purpose of this Chapter shall be to sid the work of the 
American Jational Red Cross, in timo of war by participating 
vigorously and loyally in furnishing such relief as may. be 
necessary for the Army and anavy, or other forces of the country, 
end in furnishing Civilian Relief for the dependents of soldiers 
and sailors, and in time of peace by responding to general apreals 
for relief made by the Contral Committee, by collecting and distribute 
ing money and supplies, by providing systematic relief and performing 
services in sonformity with the Charter and ByẹèLaws of the American 
National Red Crose and such policies and regulations as the Ventral 
Committee may from time to tine establishes 


III Jurisdiction. 


The territory to be included within the jurisdiction of this 
Chapter shall be Terre Haute and Vigo County, Inde, subject to 
such changes as may be made by the ventral Connitteec. 


iv Offica. 


The Headquartorse and principal affice of this Chapter shell be 
in the City of Serre Haute in the State of indiana. 


1,A11 members of the American dational’ Kea Cross residing within 
the Jurisdiction cf this Chapter, shall he menbers of thin Chapter, 
provided thst for reasons deemed suffietent, this Charter may at 
any timo terminate any membership in tho Chapter by giving written 
notice to the member concernod. | 
Reiiembership in the Chapter shell begin when membership dues ure | 
paid. All officers and 411 members of the Executive Committee 
shall be members of the Red Cross.

V., Rembership. 


The officers of the Chaptor shall be 2 Chairman, Vice-Cheirman, 
Troasurer, Secretary, and such other officers as the Chapter muy 
determine, snd who shall hold office for one $ear from the deste 
ov their election, or until their successors shall have beon 
elected and cuali fied. 


VII Bourd G? wUirectore. 


1.411 powers of governaent, direction and management conferred 
upon the Terre 4aute Chepter by tho Central Committes at ‘ashington, 
except as herinafter provided and not inconsistent with the | 
provisions of these By-Laws, shall be lodged in the Hoard of 
Directors. | 

2.The Bourd of Directors shall consist of $6 members, lë of | 
whom shall be elected each year for a tern of three years. The |

3,The Board shall have power to fill all vacancies occurring 
between the annual meetings in ita membership or in the elective 
offices of the Chapter. 

4.Within ten days after the Annual Jesting at the call of the 
Chairman of the Chapter the Board of Directors shall meet end 
elect from their own number five mombers of the Executive Comittee 
to serve for one year. 

5.The Board of Directors shall meet quarterly at the call of the 
Chairman. 

6.Ten members shall constitute a quorum. 

7.Mombers of the Board of Direatora may attend the meetings of 
tho Executive Committee and participate in its deliberations. 


VIII Executive Conmittes. 


1. The govarning body of the Chapter shall be an Zxecutive 
Committee consisting of five members as above provided together 
with the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Secretery and Treasurer of the 
Chapéer, and the Chairmen of nll standing committees. 

2.The Executive Committee shall have full and complete control 
and direction of the affeirs of the Chapter, subject te the supere 
vision of the Board of Directore-. 

3.Tho Seecutive Committee shall have the power to appoint and 
ĉolegate power to nuch comaittees as it may consider necessury 
snd desirable for the proper management of the affairs pf the 
Chapter, to fix the powers and iuties of such committees, to 
increase or reduce the membership of said committees, and to 
torminute the existence of any committee. 

4.The Executive Committee shall have the power to fill 
vacancies in thoir own number. 

5.A Quorum of the Executive Committee shall consist of five 
members. 


IX Ueetings of Chapter. 


1.The Chapter shail hold z moeting ennually on the fourth 
Wodnesday in October for the purpose of elncting officers, 
considering reports, und transacting such other business an the 
Chapter may be competent to transact. 

&eNotice of meetings shall be given by publishing the came at 
least five dnys before the meeting in a newspaper of general 
circulation in tho territory included within the jurisdiction 
of the Chapter, or by any othor method which the Central Committee 
may from time to time prescribe. 

3.Special meetings may be held at such times and upon such 
notice as the Executive Committee may prescribe. 

4.¥ifteen memhers shall constitute a quortm at the annual or 
at any special meeting of the Chapter. 


X Fiscal Year. 


The fiscal year of the Chapter shall commence on July lst of 
each year and end on tha following dune 30th. 


AI Dutids of Chairmen. 

The Chairman hall be the executive head of the Chapter and 
shall porform the duties usually perfornued by the President 
of a society, und such Other duties as may be assigned. 

ALI Duties of VicesCheirman. 
The Vice-Cheirmun ghall have the powern und duties of the 


Chrnirman in tho absence or dirnability of the latter, and shall 
perform such other dutics as may he assigned to hin. 


XILI Dutics of Trearurer. 


The Troasurer shall receive and disburse funds received by oF 
contributed to the Uhppter , shall keep proper books of account, 
and shall from time to time account to and make such reports to 
the Chapter and to the American #etional ied Cross as ites 
rerulations, rulings end practices may prescribe. 


XIV Duties of Secrotarye 


Tho Secretary shall record and preserve the minutes cf all 
meetings of the Chapter, and of the Sxeeutive Comittee, shail 
4esue notices of the meetings of the Chepter and of the Sxecutive 
Committee, shall keep the roll of members, shall send to the 
American Jational Hed Cross, at such places se may be prescribed, 
the namos of the Executive Committee and of the officers elected 
each your, shall prepare ani transmit other reports to be made 
to tho American Jational ed Crosse except those to be mado by 
the Treasurer, shall have custody of the financial record of the 
Chapter, ond perform such other duties.us may be designated by 
the Chapter or the Executive Committee. 


XV Branches and Ajuxiliarieas 


Branches and Auxiliaries of the Chapter may be established 
only by vote of the Bxecutive Committee. The form of organize~ 
tion of such brenchoes shall be determined by uniform rules 
establinhed from time to time by the Central Committee of the 
American National Red Cross. 


XVI Funds. 


1.All monoys paid to the Chapter shall be kept in such 
derceitory or depositories ns may be designated by the Board 
of Directors. 

2.411 money received shall be held in trust for the benefit 
of the American Untionel Zed Cross and subject to the ruies and 
regulations of, or specific authority granted by, the said 
taerican tational ied Cresse 


XVII Accounts and Auditse 


1.The accounts of the Chapter shall be kept in euch & manner 
2s to show readily at nll times the exact financial condition 
of the Chapter, the sources of all receipts, cnd the purposes 
of 211 disbursements. 

2.The accounts shall be audited at least once & year by a 
competent accountant who is not an officer of the Chapter. 


XVIII Minutes and Other hecords. 


Tho minutes of meetings of the Chapter and of all committees, 
the lettors ond cireulers of instruction received from Uationet 
or Division UHexdquarters, the files of gfficinl correspondence, 
and the records of meciership and erro!lment. for _service,.except 
such as must be sent to tational or Division Headquarters, shall 
be the property of the Chapter and shall be in the custody of - 
the Secretary, provided that upon dissolution of the Chapter they 
shall be at the disposition of the Central Committee. 
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XIX Delogates to lational Annual Meeting. 


m The Executive Committes shall have tha power to appoint delegates 
ph, ' to the annual meeting: of the American Jetional Fed vtroas, or 
otherwise to provide fer the representation of the Chapter st 
the annual meeting, in scecrdance with the regulations and 
preetices from time to time prescribed by the ventral Committec. 
In the event thet the Hxecutive vomaitee does not appoint such 
| delezates, they muy be appointed by the Chairman of the Uhapter. 


XX Use of Emblem.

These By-Laws may be amended at any meeting of the Chapter, at 
which n quorum is present, by a majority of the vcte of those

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: circulation in Vigo County. 
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
